HAFOD Housing’s proposed 
redevelopment of the derelict 
Cowbridge sixth form building on 
Aberthin Road came under public 
scrutiny on December 4 at a three-hour 
open meeting held in the local 
comprehensive school.

Local family’s desperate 
plea to the Home Office

A WOMAN who lives in 
Pontyclun was enduring a 
desperate wait as the GEM went 
to press for the Home Office to 
allow her to attend her mother’s 
funeral in Uzbekistan and then 
return to Wales. 

On Monday, in the House of Commons 
the Home Secretary promised to take a 
closer look at the case. 

Mariya Kingston (45) received the 
devastating news last week that her mother 
Nadejda had died after a battle with cancer 


and the funeral takes place this Saturday, 
December 8. 

Mariya married Richard Kingston (56) a 
British citizen in Dubai 10 years ago and 
the couple have a nine-year-old daughter 
Anna. The family is worried that if Mariya 
attends the funeral without official 
permission to return she could be refused 
entry back into the UK. 

She urgently needs the Home Office to 
allow ‘leave to remain’ paperwork in her 
passport so she can catch a flight to 
Uzbekistan on Friday safe in the 
knowledge that she can come back to 
Wales after. 


Even prior to Nadejda’s death the 
couple had sought permanent UK 
residency for Mariya. Richard said: 
“Mariya and Anna arrived in the UK on 
August 19, 2016. Both myself and my 
daughter are British citizens and my wife 
has Russian nationality and Uzbekistan 
citizenship. 

“On February 10, 2017 we applied for 
‘further leave to remain’, nothing was 
heard from the Home Office until we 
sought the help of our local MP, Owen 
Smith in January 2018.”

‘Road infrastructure 
in the Vale is not fit 


for purpose’ says reader 


I N response to David 
Evans’ letter in The 
GEM of November 29, 
while I share his 
frustrations over the 
growing traffic congestion 
at the Culverhouse Cross 
interchange, I question his 
idea of constructing a 
flyover to solve the 
problem. 

While it might be possible to 
build an east-west (A48) flyover. 
I’m unsure what tangible benefit 
that would have. The problem is 
that presently all traffic in and out 
of the Vale wanting to access the 
M4 via the A4232 has to pass 
through Culverhouse Cross, 
whether from the A48 or the 
A4050. 

Mr Evans has identified a 
better solution in stating that 
money is already earmarked to 
build the link road from the A48 


at Sycamore Cross to J34 of the 
M4. 

Construction of this much- 
debated road would negate the 
need for all motorway traffic to 
and from the west side of Barry, 
Rhoose and the airport, St Athan, 
Llantwit Major and, indeed, Mr 
Evans’ home town of Cowbridge, 
to go anywhere near Culverhouse 
Cross. 

While the improvements to 
Eive Mile Lane are welcome and 
long overdue, they alone will do 
nothing to ease the overall 
congestion at Culverhouse, since 
all traffic will still ultimately 
merge at this pinch-point. 

Given that peak-time tailbacks 
at J33 (Cardiff West) are also 
getting worse, it would seem 
obvious that distributing traffic 
flow across multiple routes is the 
logical answer and the J34 link 
road must be constructed as soon 
as possible. 

No doubt the NIMBYs of 


Pendoylan will take issue with 
this, but like it or not, no manner 
of improvements in public 
transport, or strategies designed 
to penalise or deter motorists 
through higher taxes or emission 
restrictions, are ever going to 
have a significant effect on 
reducing traffic. 

The disproportionate volume 
of housebuilding in the Vale, 
along with positives such as the 
arrival of Aston Martin and 
increasing airport passenger 
numbers, are not being matched 
by the development of a road 
infrastructure that is fit for 
purpose. 

If just half of all motorway 
traffic to and from the Vale was 
diverted away from Culverhouse 
Cross and could go via J34, I’m 
sure this would be more than 
enough to have a dramatic impact 
on reducing peak-time delays.

TWO men are going 
on a fundraising 
trip to Everest in 
memory of a 
“much-loved” 
Llantwit Major 
woman who worked 
at the neo-natal unit 
at the University 
Hospital of Wales. 

Sian Rees was a ward 
sister who died aged 59 
from cancer early last 
year. 

Rhys Aheme and his 
friend Alex Scott have 
decided to trek to Everest 
base camp as a tribute to 
Sian and to raise funds 
for SCIPS - the Special 
Care Infant Parent 
Support Group. 

Mr Aherne lives in 
Maidenhead and Mr 
Scott in Derby, but both 
men grew up in Llantwit 
Major. 

Mr Aheme, father to 
Isabelle and Emilia, said: 
“Sian was close friend of 
my parents. She was my 
godmother and like a 
second mother to me and 
my sister Kelly. 

“She was much-loved 
and an incredibly kind 
person who worked at 
the University Hospital 
of Wales and always put 
the ward and the babies 
in it before everything 
else. 

“This is our way of 
raising money for a 
charity that Sian was 
very passionate about. 
We hope we can help in a 


fraction of the way she 
did. SCIPS helps little 
ones - very little ones - 
and their parents when 
they need it most.” 

The two men leave the 
UK on January 30, 2019. 

Mr Scott, a father to 
three-year-old daughter 
Ava, said: “We fly first to 
India. Prom there we fly 
to Nepal and then it’s a 
flight nearer to Everest. 
We then have 150km 
round trip to base camp 
and back.” 

The two men have 
been busy preparing vital 
clothing and supplies. 

Mr Scott said: “We 
will stop for the night at 
tea houses, but they are 
unheated, and will be in 
the minus temperatures. 

“We’d like to try 
Everest, but that is out of 
our range; base camp is 
manageable.” 

The two men will 
carry their own gear, but 
many people who make 
the trip to Everest base 
camp use porters. 

As they head to the 
base of the roof of the 
world they will climb 
rugged mountainous 
paths in the mountains, 
cross rope bridges and 
trek past ancient temples 
and shrines.

to be from the late Bronze Age, 900BC-700BC. 

Several stories were told including the tale when 
two knights, believed to have murdered Thomas A 
Beckett, fled to the island and died there. They were 
not the only people that sought sanctuary on the 
island; there were also monks. Vikings, Anglo- 
Saxons, silver miners and smugglers. 

It was fortified in Victorian times and again in 
World War Two, but the island has a place in history 
by being the first place in the world to receive radio 
signals across water from Marconi in 1897. 

There are still building remains of a cholera 
hospital which was opened to receive cases of the 
disease among crews on ships heading for the Bristol 
Channel ports. 

At one time, it was a breeding colony for rabbits 
which were left undisturbed as there were no 
predators on the island, which applies today to the 
many seabird colonies there.

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Cowbridge 
restaurant’s 
Asian Curry 
Award success

A COWBRIDGE Indian 
restaurant is celebrating after 
picking up two awards in the 
Asian Curry awards for 2018. 

It was an extra special thrill for the 
Shampan in Eastgate, because the 
present team has only been in charge 
since March of this year. 

Nevertheless, the Shampan made a 
huge impact on the competition judges, 
with Pat Chapman, the founder of the 
‘Good Curry guide’ declaring: “If I 
was local, I would be a regular there.” 

At the award ceremony in London, 
chef Ashi Aravind was named as 
‘Asian Chef of the Year 2018 Wales’, 
while the Shampan was highly 
commended in the ‘Best Indian 
Restaurant Wales’ category. 

Chef Ashi has been cooking 
professionally for 18 years and his 
journey began in a naval base 
restaurant in Kochi, Kerala, India as a 
chef where he learned about the art of 
discipline in life and in the profession. 

Later with the Casino group of 
hotels, he was exposed to the 
intricacies of South Indian cuisine. 

An opportunity in Dubai was his 
first exposure to world of international 
cuisine, and he enjoyed five good years 
as South Indian chef. 

In 2009, he was offered a job at 
Cardiff’s Mint & Mustard Restaurant’s 
Chai Street, which specialises in Indian 
street food. 

Here he had added more skills to his 
repertoire and he has since worked in a 
variety of food service settings in the 
area including food trucks, and 
restaurants such as the Purple 
Poppodom and Pickled Pepper. 

What Ash and his team at the 
Shampan believe in is authentic Indian 
cuisine - with Keralan cookery a 
speciality. 

Authentic means doing away with 


excess salt, sugar, oil and artificial 
colourings, and letting the natural 
ingredients and spice work in the way 
they are intended. 

Base sauces, where one sauce might 
feature in a range of dishes are banned 
in the Shampan, and each dish is 
prepared from scratch, using the right 
ingredients. No sauce is bought in. 

It means that some popular Indian 
dishes look different, but the flavour is 
what counts at the Shampan. 

I was able to sample a mix of the 
Shampan’s dishes, and I enjoyed three 
different, but extremely tasty curries. 

Lirst was an Allepy prawn curry, 
made with ginger, raw mango and 
coconut gravy, tempered with 
fenugreek and curry - medium hot and 
full of flavour. 

Next was a Lamb Rogan, made with 
ground spices, garlic, ginger and 
onions with saffron, and this was 
bursting with tasty elements. 

This was followed by a Nadan 
chicken curry, a Kerala-style chicken 
prepared with coconut milk, curry 
leaves, ginger and tomatoes - a mild 
curry but once again, full of flavour. 

Before those tasters, there were 
some delightful starters, a Mumbai 
Street chaat that melted in the mouth, a 
moist and succulent onion bhaji, and a 
lightly-battered soft shell crab - all 
leaving you wanting more. 

The Shampan management team of 
Ashi, Saleem and Jabed are aiming to 
keep updating the menu and introduce 
more specialities. 

In fact, they work with the well- 
known chef Pramod Nair, who acts as 
‘Culinary Innovating Director’, so the 
long-term aim is to offer diners variety 
and excellence, showcasing the best of 
authentic indian food.

SICKNESS levels at 
the Vale Council 
have significantly 
dropped after the 
local authority took 
a number of steps to 
address the matter.

A Barry grandfather safely 
supervised the sudden birth 
and delivery of his own 
granddaughter, Bella, on 
Monday, November 26. 

At 10.15pm, Richard Mason, who 
is a director of Masons Moving 
Group, and his wife Michelle were at 
home in Barry, and received a text 
photo from their son Daniel of a pool 
of water; Daniel’s partner Sam was 
heavily pregnant and her waters had 
broken. 

By midnight, her contractions had 
started but were still mild. 

However, by 4.15am, they had 
increased in strength and the 
University Hospital of Wales told her 
it was time to come in. 

Richard and Michelle got the call 
they had eagerly been waiting for - it 
was time to take Sam to hospital. 

They left the house to pick up 
Michelle’s mother, Lyn Jenkins, who 
had been lined up to stay with Sam’s 
two younger daughters, Emily and 
Chelsea. 

They arrived at Daniel and Sam’s 
house on Barry Island at 4.45am, 
dropping off Lynn and ready to go to 
the hospital with Sam and Daniel. 

However, two steps out of the 
house, Sam froze and announced: “I 
think the baby is on her way!”

Richard remained on the phone 
taking advice while Daniel and Lynn 
were poised to deliver the baby. 

The baby’s shoulders appeared and 
Richard went from white to grey and 
white again while relaying further 
advice from the ambulance service.

Minutes later, 
the paramedics arrived and supervised 
the cutting of the cord by new father 
Daniel. 

Baby Bella was bom at 5.01am on 
Tuesday, November 27. Both mother 
and baby are both doing well. 

It was the second delivery in the 
last few weeks as the company’s self 
storage sales and marketing manager, 
James Mason and his partner Lucy 
welcomed Oliver James Mason into 
the world on October 31, a fifth 
generation of Masons to join the 
family.

It would have meant 
splitting up the family. 
Richard would have had 
to give up his job so he 
could look after Anna 
and then the income 
section of the residency 
application would have 
failed. 

Richard said: “It 
cannot be right that a 
mother should be 
separated from her nine- 
year-old daughter for 
that long. They don’t 
seem to care about the 
humanity involved. To 
the Home Office you are 
just a number. What 
about keeping families 
together?” 

He said the family 
appealed the Home 
Office decision and in 
October their solicitor 
was contacted by the 
Home Office to say it 
did not think it would 
win the appeal. 

Mariya is now safe to 
stay in the UK - but 
following her mother’s 
death she is now 
desperate for the Home 
Office to grant her the 
‘leave to remain’ 
paperwork to ensure she 
can return home after 
the funeral. 

Richard said local 
MP Owen Smith had 
been a “fantastic 
support” to the family. 



would like to attend the 
funeral in Uzbekistan? 
Can he please facilitate 
it?” 

The Home Secretary 
said he was sorry to 
hear about the 
bereavement, and added: 
“I will take a closer look 
at that case.” 

The Kingston family 
hope the matter is 
resolved quickly 
because time is running 
out. 

Richard put a petition 
up on Change.org 
entitled ‘URGENT! 
Home Office: Don’t 
force my wife to miss 
her mother’s funeral!’

On a visit with the 
trade union Unison, to 
celebrate the work of 
school support staff, the 
‘stars in our schools,’ I 
met the team led by 
Angie who work with 


pupils and their families 
who need support at 
times in their lives 
which cannot always be 
provided in the 
classroom - a wholly 
caring and positive 
initiative which has 
hugely beneficial 
impacts on a child’s life.

We care for the 
vulnerable and those in 
need and so support for 
the Vale Eoodbank and 
the Big Wrap is strong, 
as I saw in Tesco last 
weekend, as people 
donated from their 
shopping trolleys. 

It is salutary to read 
the Tmssell Tmst report 
who run the Eoodbanks: 
Between April 1 and 
September 30 this year 
in the Vale, 1,584 three 
day emergency supplies 
were given to local 
people in crisis, with 
554 going to children. 

We hope there will be 
significant changes to 
the Universal Credit 
(UC) before it is fully 
rolled out in the Vale 
and hope the message of 
the UN Rapporteur 
Professor Philip Alston 
will be heeded by the 
UK Government when 
he reported that he found 
elements of the UC 
scheme ‘problematic’ 
and ‘harsh and 
unnecessary,’ with 
austerity having a 
disproportionately 
negative impact on 
women and single 
parents. 

As I enter my 20th 
year as your Assembly 
Member, I continue to 
be grateful to all my 
constituents who give 
me their views, meeting 
me in the street or at 
surgery and raise issues 
and needs which I 
always seek to address.

Council’s warning 
as section of 
Five Mile Lane 
is to be closed 


THE Vale Council 
has warned that a 
short section of 
Five Mile Lane will 
close for 12 weeks, 
starting in early 
January. 

A council 

spokesperson said that 
work was progressing 
well, with the road on 
schedule to open next 
summer. 

He said: “As the 
project continues, 
approximately half a 
mile of the current road 
will need to be closed in 
a northbound direction 
only between Weycock 
Roundabout and the 
Welsh Hawking Centre 
for a period of 12 weeks 
from January 7. 

“A fully-signed 
diversion route will be in 
place during the period 
of the closure and the 
travelling public will be 
kept fully informed of 
the situation. 

“Southbound traffic 
along Live Mile Lane 
(A4226) will be 
unaffected by this 


closure.” 

Preparatory works for 
the £25 million scheme, 
including some land 
clearance, began in early 
2018 and the site 
compound from which 
the scheme will be 
managed was put in 
place in March. 

Clh* John Thomas, 
Leader of the Vale 
Council, said: “Once 
completed, this project 
will have a big impact 
not just on motorists 
who use the route, but 
also on the local 
business community. 

The upgraded road will 
also bring improved 
public transport options 
and a safe cycling route. 

“There will be some 
disruption while this 
essential work is carried 
out, with a section of the 
current road needing to 
be shut for a period. We 
will endeavour to keep 
this to a minimum and 
would ask motorists to 
plan ahead and for their 
patience and 
understanding during 
this period.”

Incinerator decision 
^overdue’ says AM 


THE Welsh Government must 
announce their “overdue” 
decision on the incinerator at 
Barry Docks, South Wales 
Central AM Andrew RT 
Davies has said. 

In a letter to Mr Davies, Eirst 
Minister Carwyn Jones claimed he 
“anticipated” a decision whether an 
Environmental Impact Assessment 
should be carried out on the plant 
would be made by the end of 
November 2018. 

It followed a statement in March 
by Minister for the Environment 
Hannah Blythyn in which she said 
she was “minded to” insist on an EIA 
as part of the latest planning 
application on the site. 

Mr Davies, who initially praised 
the Welsh Government for their 
stance on the EIA, said the situation 
has gone on far too long and has 


called for an immediate decision. 

He has submitted a Written 
Assembly Question to the Eirst 
Minister and has asked the Eirst 
Minister to confirm if a decision has 
been taken. 

In a separate question to Ms 
Blythyn, he has asked her to confirm 
the outcome of her decision. 

Mr Davies said; “It is now getting 
to a stage where this decision is 
dragging on and on, and that is 
unacceptable for local residents. 

“The Minister rightly took credit 
when she confirmed she was minded 
to insist on an EIA being carried out 
but eight months down the line, we 
still don’t know if this will happen. 

“The Eirst Minister provided a 
deadline of the end of November and 
this has now passed. The Welsh 
Government must be proactive, keep 
their promises and deliver a decision 
as soon as possible.”

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Cardiff and Vale NHS reports 76 
‘serious incidents’ in two months 


THE unexpected deaths of 11 
patients known to mental health 
services are among 76 serious 
incidents Cardiff and Vale NHS 
has reported to Welsh 
Government. 

Cardiff and Vale University Health 
Board said it is thought the coroner is 
likely to conclude suicide in three of the 
patients’ deaths, while the circumstances 
for the deaths of the remaining eight 
patients are not yet confirmed. 

Their deaths were among 76 serious 
incidents the health board reported to 
Welsh Government in September and 
October. 

A total of 47 serious incidents related 
to pressure ulcers across several services 
and departments of the hospital board. 

Work has been done with district 
nurses to improve the reporting of 
pressure damage (damage to the skin and 
underlying tissue) in community care 


settings, which is contributing to the 
number of related serious incidents being 
reported, a health board report stated. 

The health board reported eight falls 
where patients suffered significant 
injuries. 

A patient had an incorrect lens inserted 
during an ophthalmology procedure on 
their eye. The procedure was being 
managed by an external provider 
commissioned by the health board. This 
incident is now being treated as a ‘never 
event’ - classed as a serious, largely 
preventable and should not have 
happened. 

In another incident reported to Welsh 
Government, a patient was discharged 
from a ward and unexpectedly re-admitted 
five days later. He died following his 
readmission. 

An incident of “significant” self-harm 
to a patient who required admission to 
acute services to tend to her physical 
wellbeing, before transfer to Hafan Y 


Coed mental health unit, was also 
reported to Welsh Government. 

Cardiff and Vale University Health 
Board reports all serious incidents to 
Welsh Government, the public and to its 
board members. Welsh Government 
guidance also requires the health board to 
report unexpected deaths of patients who 
are known to mental health services and 
die unexpectedly or experience serious 
harm in a community setting. 

A health board spokeswoman said: “All 
incidents are fully investigated and 
appropriate actions are taken to reduce the 
risk of recurrence in the future. This 
enables clinical boards and the corporate 
teams to identify areas of good practice, 
but also to identify emerging trends and 
issues that require action in order to 
improve safety and quality of services.”

Caple Jr. 

In his hands, he has 
carved a film that is 
emotionally powerful, 
thoroughly compelling 
and, quite possibly, 
outstrips the first film, 
the weight of the 
narrative and its 
resonance throughout 
giving the film a depth 
that is wholly engaging. 

While this is a 
boxing film, there is 
something almost 
Shakespearean about 
the way it focuses on 
the paternal 
relationships within it, 
whether absent (Adonis’ 
late father casting a 
shadow over him), 
symbolic (the 
relationship between 
Adonis and Rocky) or 
driven by the sins and 
mistakes of the past 
(Ivan and Viktor). 

This is where the 
meat of the film is, and 
where the story really 
cuts to the quick. Plot- 
wise it plays with an air 
of predictability, but 
when these themes are 
attached to that 


framework, it lends it 
far more impact, and 
you can give the 
slightly by-the-numbers 
plotting when it 
sketches such powerful 
characters and their 
relationships. 

Michael B Jordan is 
showing no signs of 
losing momentum and 
here we see the 
cocksure, yet driven, 
character from the first 
film in uncharted 
waters, pushed to the 
brink physically and 
mentally, while his life 
outside the ring grows 
and develops. Jordan is 
superb here, and really 
nails the turns of the 
character. 

Tessa Thompson is 
solid, sidelined due to 
the overarching plot and 
the amount of 
testosterone on display, 
while Stallone, who can 
most likely do Rocky in 
his sleep, again delivers 
a strong turn, one that is 
laced with poignancy 
and emotion. 

Perhaps most 
surprising is Dolph 


Lundgren’s 

performance. Given his 
career has been built on 
action performances 
where character and 
nuance tends to take a 
back seat, arguable 
Lundgren’s maturing 
has afforded him more 
options to stretch his 
acting muscles. 

Along with the 
history of the character 
of Ivan, Lundgren 
perfectly portrays a man 
whose life as he knew it 
was more or less ended 
by Balboa in that fight 
33 years ago and much 
like Stallone, there’s a 
grizzled poignancy to 
his turn, while Florian 
Munteanu offers a 
strong physical turn, if 
somewhat under¬ 
developed. 

Caple Jr’s direction 
knows how to play the 
right notes at the right 
time and much like 
Coogler’s work in the 
first film, brings enough 
smarts to the table to 
know what to do and 
what not to do. 

He places as much, if 


not more stock, in the 
lives of the characters 
as he does boxing 
element, which means 
you’re engaged 
throughout, while the 
climactic in-ring 
confrontation bristles 
with a visceral energy 
and does a superb job in 
building tension and 
excitement in equal 
measure. 

Somewhat weak

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Fund council’s social care services properly 
and you can help the NHS - says Vale leader 


W ELSH Government has 
now announced an 
updated provisional 
settlement for local government 
funding for 2019/20. 

This is significant because the vast 
majority of any Welsh council’s budget 
comes not from the council tax and business 
rates the local authority receives from 
residents and traders, but from this annual 
payment, commonly referred to as the 
Revenue Support Grant, or RSG. 

The funding of council services has been 
the topic of much debate in these pages in 
recent weeks and so I thought GEM readers 
would appreciate someone cutting through 
the politics and offering the straight facts of 
the matter. 

Next year, the Vale Council’s operating 
budget is likely to be £226m. Despite them 
finding additional money days after 
announcing an initial settlement 2019/20, 
Welsh Government has still, in real terms, 
reduced the funding of every council in 
Wales. 


In the Vale, the proposed reduction in 
funding from Welsh Government is £lm. 

This figure alone would be manageable, 
but rapidly increasing demand for some of 
our most expensive services, such as adult 
social care, means the cost of operating the 
council rises markedly each year. 

When inflation and all anticipated service 
cost pressures are taken into account, the 
budget reduction becomes closer to £14m. 

This is a much tougher challenge, 
especially considering that savings of more 
than £50m have already been made since 
2010. 

Already around 75 per cent of our annual 
budget is spent on social care and education, 
and these are the very services that are under 
intense pressure as demands on our services 
continue to grow. 

The strong words that I have addressed to 
Welsh Government in recent weeks are not 
motivated by party politics. I have repeatedly 
made it clear that my motivation is to ensure 
that highly-valued public services are 
protected. 

Indeed, this year’s draft settlement united 


council leaders of all political colours in 
condemnation, and this is because there is 
simply no recognition of the huge pressures 
we all face due to the rapidly rising demand 
for services such as education and social 
care. 

In Wales, it seems there is always 
additional money available for the health 
service but never for the vital preventative 
services provided by local councils. 

Ironically, these are the very services that 
if funded adequately, would remove a great 
deal of the pressure our colleagues in the 
NHS are under. 

To put it simply, councils across Wales are 
at breaking point after suffering from year 
after year of cuts to their budgets, something 
for which the governments in both 
Westminster and Cardiff Bay must take 
responsibility. 

At a time when all public spending should 
be under the microscope, we have a 
government in Wales that is still happy to 
promise better services without ever 
explaining who will pay for them or how. 

This is irresponsible and to mask the dire 


straits that those of us actually delivering the 
services are now navigating does the Welsh 
public a great disservice. 

In the Vale, we are on course to reduce our 
operating costs by around £4m next year, as 
cost savings already identified are realised. 

This, of course, still leaves £10m to be 
found. A final budget for the Vale must be 
agreed at a meeting of full council on 
February 27 and between now and then, my 
goal is to ensure that we can continue as far 
as possible to deliver those vital local 
services that our residents and communities 
need and deserve. However, to say that this 
will not be straightforward would be an 
understatement. 

We will soon be launching a public 
consultation exercise asking residents which 
of our services they most value and how we 
can generate additional income to plug the 
£10m funding gap. 

Residents will be able to take part via our 
website and I would urge all GEM readers 
to do so.

Local NHS Wales staff 
report increase in 
bullying by colleagues 


NHS staff at Cardiff and Vale 
University Health Board 
(UHB) are increasingly 
reporting bullying from their 
own colleagues. 

An NHS survey found 18 per cent of 
Cardiff and Vale health board staff said 
they have experienced harassment, 
bullying or abuse at work from their 
manager, team leader or colleagues in 
the last year, up from 16 per cent in 
2016. 

Only around half of staff - 48 per 
cent - have said effective action has 
been taken as a result of staff 
experiencing harassment, bullying or 
abuse. 

A further 22 per cent said they had 
suffered harassment, bullying or abuse 
from patients or service users, their 
relatives or other members of the 
public, which had also increased from 
20 per cent in 2016. 

Levels of work-related stress among 
Cardiff and Vale NHS staff have also 
“significantly worsened” in 2018, the 
survey found. 

More than a third (34 per cent) of 
staff who responded say they have 
been injured or felt unwell as a result 
of work-related stress during the past 
12 months, up from 28 per cent in 
2016. 

A total of 63 per cent said in the last 
three months they had come to work 
despite not feeling well enough to 
perform their duties, up from 57 per 


cent in 2016. 

Some 25 per cent said they felt 
pressure from their managers to come 
to work, but this had dropped from 39 
per cent in 2013. 

A total of 3,382 Cardiff and Vale 
UHB staff completed the survey, but 
the number of people who answered 
each question varied. 

The survey also found 65 per cent of 
staff would recommend Cardiff and 
Vale University Health Board as a 
place to work and 78 per cent would be 
happy for a friend or relative to be 
treated there. 

A spokesman for Cardiff and Vale 
UHB said: “We welcome the feedback 
our staff have given through the 
survey, as it enables us to explore any 
issues raised and to work with our staff 
to make improvements where 
necessary. 

“As a health board, we do not 
tolerate bullying and harassment and 
feel that everyone should feel safe and 
supported when they come to work. 

“Our chair, Maria Battle, has been 
instrumental in developing the 
‘Freedom to Speak Up Safely’ 
campaign which is committed to 
providing an environment which 
facilitates open dialogue and 
communication to ensure any concerns 
staff may have are raised and 
responded to as soon as possible.”

Mountain peaks and 
coastal views for 
Penarth Ramblers 


SEVEN walkers joined Terry 
from Penarth and District 
Ramblers on the train journey 
to Port Talbot to complete the 
12-mile journey along part of 
the Wales Coast Path to 
Swansea. 

Heading down to the coast and 
making their way across the River 
Afan, some street walking brought 
them past playing fields towards 
Aberavon Sands, and the promenade 
above the long three-mile stretch of 
beach with grand views towards 
Swansea Bay. 

Making their way through Baglan 
Burrows, the group went inland, past 
the huge Baglan Bay Power Station 
and arrived on the banks of the River 
Neath. 

They continued past the Brunei 
Tower, which held a hydraulic 
machine invented by William George 
Armstrong that opened the locks and 
operated cranes at Briton Ferry 
Floating Dock. 

Heading alongside the noisy A48, 
they crossed the River Neath to join 
Fabian Way, past the four-storey 
octagonal tower used by the military 
during World War Two as a lookout, 
and which is now part of a hotel and 
spa. 

They joined the pretty towpath 
beside the redundant Tennant Canal 
that runs for eight miles between Port 
Tennant and Aberdulais, that was built 
for ships carrying coal. A modern 
bridge led them to the Prince of Wales 
Dock and Swansea Marina, with its 
white Norwegian Church. 

Leaving the Wales Coast Path, they 
made their way back through Swansea 


to the train station for the train back 
home. 

In contrast, the following day Robin 
and spaniel Pepper took their group of 
nine walkers to the Black Mountain to 
walk some of the peaks in the 
Carmarthen Fans. 

Starting at Tafarn y Garreg, a 
footbridge led them across the River 
Tawe for their first climb up Allt Fach. 

In a chilly wind, they continued the 
long haul up the rocky escarpment of 
Fan Hir, straight into low cloud and 
mist which blocked out all the 
surrounding views. 

Continuing their journey along the 
ridge, another climb led them onto Fan 
Brycheiniog, the highest peak of the 
Black Mountain and from there they 
made their way to its sister peak. Fan 
Foel. 

Locating a pathway for the long 
descent into the valley below, they 
turned to make their way towards Llyn 
y Fan Fawr, Take of the big peak,’ 
where the mist was lifting. 

A grassy pathway led them 
alongside the misty lake to the rocky 
hillside of Fan Fechan, while above 
them. Fan Hir was encased in thick 
cloud. 

Following the Nant Tawe Fechan 
downhill, the mist lifted to give views 
of the valley as they made their way 
back to their start.

Sky notes for December 


THIS month the 
Milky Way, our 
own galaxy, lies 
overhead and the 
prominent 
constellation of 
Cassiopeia (looking 
like a letter W) sits 
right in the middle. 

If you look with a 
pair of binoculars, you 
will have a glorious 
view of one arm of our 
galaxy. We need to 
look towards the eastern 
and south-eastern 
horizon to see the 
glorious winter 
constellations rise high 
enough to be 
impressive. 

Halfway overhead 
towards the south east, 
is Taurus with its two 
show-off open clusters - 
the Hyades and 
Pleiades. 

These can easily be 
identified as the Hyades 
has the bright naked-eye 
star Aldebaran (which is 
not really a member of 
the cluster as it lies 
closer to us, but it will 
help identification). 

The cluster has two 


lines of stars forming 
the letter ‘V,’ while the 
Pleiades looks like a 
miniature Plough. They 
are much younger and 
will appear blue/white. 

Below Taurus waiting 
its turn in the limelight 
is mighty Orion (the 
hunter). 

The main outline 
shows the hunter’s 
body - two stars mark 
his shoulders, three stars 
close together in a line 
mark his belt, and 
another two stars mark 
his feet. 

Compare the top left- 
hand star (Betelgeux) 
with the bottom right 
star of his foot (Rigel). 
Both are very powerful 
and the colours 
different; one is orange, 
the other white. 

Use binoculars to 
locate his belt. All three 
should fit inside the 
view; carefully drop 
your gaze directly 
below the stars and they 
should pick up a fuzzy 
blob- this is a stellar 
nursery. 

The Orion Nebula 
marks the place where 


new stars are being 
born. Very close to the 
eastern horizon is the 
bright star Sirius, 
marking the 
constellation of Canis 
Major. 

Sirius is the brightest 
star in the sky and is 
often spotted because it 
appears to flash 
different colours. This 
is nothing to do with the 
star and all to do with 
our thick atmosphere. 

Having found it, we 
can use it to pinpoint 
the constellation of 
Gemini. Look above 
Sirius, about halfway to 
the overhead point. The 
constellation consists of 
two lines of stars, 
marked by two of the 
brightest stars. Castor 
and Pollux. 

This constellation 
will have the undivided 
attention of most 
amateur astronomers on 
Friday, December 14, 
because this is the night 
of maximum activity 
from the Geminid 
meteor shower. 

Watch from late 
evening, although both 
the night before and the 
night after maximum 
will also produce a fair 
amount of ‘shooting 
stars’. 

On December 14, 
perhaps as many as 100 
per hour may be seen, 
although it must be 


pointed out a single 
observer will not see 
this many, because they 
will appear all over the 
sky. 

The best views will 
be from dark sky 
locations away from 
artificial lights. No 
optical aid is required 
apart from your naked 
eye. 

If you locate Gemini, 
turn your back on it, 
look at the sky, get 
comfortable (best to sit 
or better still lie down) 
and enjoy the display. 

This month there is 
something else to look 
at from December 12, 
as Comet 46P/Wirtanan 
will be close to the 
constellation Taurus. 

I know what you are 
thinking - another 
comet a couple of 
months ago turned out 
to be unimpressive, but 
astronomers must 
remain positive and this 
comet should reach 
naked eye visibility. 

The Moon is near 
Mars on December 14, 
and it forms a triangle 
with the Pleiades and 
Hyades on the 20th.

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Police investigate death of 
Penarth woman on train 


BRITISH Transport Police have 
launched an investigation following the 
death of a 28-year-old Penarth woman 
on a train between Bath and Keynsham. 

The Ambulance Service and police were called 
to an incident on Saturday evening, December 1. 
Initial police inquiries suggest the woman may 
have been leaning out of a window when she 
suffered a blow to the head. 

A police spokesman said: “Officers were called 
at 10.10pm on Saturday following a report a 


woman had received serious head injuries while 
travelling on a train between Bath and Keynsham. 

“Colleagues from South Western Ambulance 
Service also attended; however, despite their best 
efforts, a 28-year-old woman from Penarth sadly 
died at the scene. Her family has been informed. 

“We are continuing to investigate the 
circumstances of the incident, which has been 
reported to the Rail Accident Investigation Branch. 
The death is not being treated as suspicious and a 
file will be prepared for the coroner.” 


Council to ask owners 
of unoccupied homes 
to pay more council tax 


LANDLORDS with empty properties in 
the Vale may soon have to pay more 
council tax. 

The Vale Council will put forward plans to 
remove council tax discounts for unoccupied homes. 

Currently, the council allows a 50 per cent council 
tax discount on unoccupied homes. 

But on December 3, the council’s cabinet agreed 
to consult on plans to remove the discounts - as part 
of efforts to discourage owners from allowing their 
properties to remain empty for long periods and to 
bring empty homes back into use. 

The change would affect unoccupied properties in 
classes A, B and C under Council Tax Regulations. 

“The main argument against reducing the 
discounts would be the issue of fairness to non¬ 
resident owners, where it could be argued that they 
are being asked to pay for services they do not use,” 
a council report says. 

“However, whilst this may be the case, council tax 
is not charged on the basis that both resident and 
non-resident owners will use every service. 

“Many services such as planning, highways, street 
cleaning, local policing and fire services are 


essential in maintaining the local environment for 
both resident and non-resident owners. These 
services do not stop or reduce in cost when a 
property is empty.” 

Class A and B properties are unoccupied and 
furnished. Class A relates to properties which a 
restriction on occupancy by law for a period of at 
least 28 days in any 12 month period, whereas Class 
B properties have no such restriction. 

Class C properties are unoccupied and 
substantially unfurnished for more than six months. 

Empty properties which are unoccupied and 
unfurnished are initially exempt from council tax 
altogether for up to six months - this would not 
change as part of the proposals. 

On September 21 this year there were 779 
properties in the Vale of Glamorgan in Class C - 
which had been unoccupied and substantially 
unfurnished for more than six months - a figure the 
council says has been relatively constant over the 
past five years. 

There were 543 furnished but unoccupied 
properties in Class B and 56 in Class A.

Free child care available for 
working parents in the Vale 


PARENTS will be offered 
30 hours free child care per 
week in a scheme being 
rolled out across the Vale of 
Glamorgan. 

Eligible parents in the Vale will 
be able to access 30 hours of 
funded early years education and 
childcare per week, for up to 48 
weeks of the year. 

It will consist of 12.5 hours of 
foundation phase nursery 
education and 17.5 hours of 
childcare a week during term time, 
and 30 hours of free childcare 
during non-term time for nine 
weeks. 

The offer will be available to 
parents from the beginning of the 
term following their child’s third 
birthday, until the September 
following their fourth birthday 
when they enter full time 
education. 

It will be open to all parents or 


co-habiting couples employed or 
self employed and residing 
permanently in Wales. 

Both parents must be working 
in a two-parent family, or the sole 
parent in a single parent family, 
must be working and earning the 
equivalent of 16 hours at National 
Living Wage or National 
Minimum Wage, up to £100,000 
per parent. 

The Welsh Government will 
fund the scheme and pay £4.50 per 
child per hour directly to 
participating childcare providers. 

Previously, the plan was to 
introduce the offer only to certain 
wards within the Vale in 
September 2019 before a full roll 
out in 2021. 

But now the Welsh Government 
has asked the Vale Council to roll 
out the offer across the whole 
county from next year. 

This was agreed by the 
council’s cabinet on December 3, 


which means parents in the Vale 
should be able to take up the offer 
from the beginning of April. 

Newport Council, rather than 
Cardiff as previously planned, will 
deliver the scheme on behalf of 
the Vale of Glamorgan, including 
processing all applications from 
parents, determining eligibility 
and informing parents of the 
outcome. 

The Vale Council will be 
responsible for promoting the 
offer to parents and administering 
the childcare offer. 

Cllr Bob Penrose, cabinet 
member for learning and culture, 
said following the meeting: “I’m 
delighted that the child care offer 
will be rolled out across the Vale 
with effect from April 2019, which 
should be a significant benefit for 
many working parents.”

A hard-fought victory 
for Dinas Powys RFC in 
the gloom of Treorchy 


ON a day when the rain 
defied gravity and fell 
horizontally and the cloud 
hung around the mountain 
tops, it produced a gloom 
that ensured that the 
Rhondda was grey.

Tight loss tough to
